ik. Gerzguncv was Killed accidentally at a mseting of the Self-Defense Urganiaza- 
sion, and Xnyeskow automatically sueceeied him as chpirman of SCA, After 
the Seviet occupation, the SGA moved from its former! quarters in the amali 
nuilding of the Harbin Pelyalinic te a Japanese building, the former Kyoba- 
Rai, oa Bolghoi Prospekt. New elections held in May 1948 brought in Dr. 
Wkolel Grigorevich Lyoy as shairman and Shirokolobov and Stoyanoy as deputy 
ebhairmen. Yhe membership of the sosiecy was expanded and mede compulsory 
for all new citizens of the USSR, with dues set at twe percent of the menibers 
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salary. None of the Soviets arriving from the USSR, however, became mem~ 
pers of the SGA or took any part in its activities. 
The SCA organization includes several sections, as follows : 
a. Police Liaison Section (Otdel Diya Svyazi s Viastyami ), which handles all 
police matters affecting local Soviet citizens, through two Chinese police

Supply Section, which manages SCA property and arranges for distribution 
of bread, flour, and some vegetables at reduced orices but usually of 
inferior quality; since food is easily available in Harbin, this is re~ 
garded as a service rather than a control measure, The chief is Kungin, 
fnu, one of the few new Soviet citizens participating in official SCA 
activities.

Tha SCA directs the operation of the one Russian-language newspaper in Harbin, 
Russkoye Slovo (Russian #tord), which is published daily except Monday. Its 
offices are at the corner of Diagolnaya and Uchastkovaya Streets. The SCA 
nlso publishes two Russian-language magazines, Rodnaya Rech (Native Speech) 
and Sovetskaya Molodezh (Soviet Youth). All three publications are almost en- 
tirely reprints from Soviet periodicals and are closely supervised by the cul- 
tural section of the Soviet consulate general. 


A Soviet youth organization was formed by SCA in 1946, with Starixov, fnu, 

as chailfman; he was later replacedl ss —~—“‘;S™!CC*diSC A VeLOpment 5X4 
of the orzanization, modeled on the basis of the 1945 rules of the Soviet 

Komsomol, occur’sd on 20 February 1949, with the new title of Soviet Youth 
Association (Komitet Soyuza Sovetskci Molodezhi ) (SYA). The organization 
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meets in district groups twice a week and accepts new members, each of whom 
must submit a formal application endorsed by two active members and pass an 
examination on the membership rules, Soviet political theory, Communist 
Party history, and related subjects. Applicants are admitted by majority 
vote, Those who fail in their examination may be given candidate status 

for three months and then must take tne examination again. Yembership is 
limited to Soviet youth between fifteen and thirty; the number of members in 
flarbin is estimated at a thousand, with an additional five hundred in ad- 
jacent areas.
